Then, by pressing a 
tap, he is able to draw the exact quan- 
tity. There are two plated caps for the 
use of customers, and a second tap gives 
a constant supply of water for rinsing. 
Each reservoir of drink holds seven gal- 
lons, and tea and coffee are kept hot by 
an unseen gas burner. The automaton 
turns the gas out when the reservoir 
is exhausted, and displays a notice 
"Empty" in front. Iced drinks are to 
be sold through the same machines, 
which can a'so be utilized for the sale of 
sandwiches, pies and cakes.—London 
Tit-Bits.
